DEPARTMENT STRESSES. 
SCIENTIFIC METHODS 


(Ed. Note—This aS the seventh in a series of articles written by 
Jane Lindemuth, El Don feature writer, to acquaint students with the 
various departments of the college.) 


Thirty years ago J. Russell Bruff, science department 
head, came to SAC to teach science. His first zoology class 
had six studnets enrolled. Today his enrollment of many 
times six receives the same individualied instruction given 
that original group. Bruff’s, pleasing personality along 
with his able instruction and the excellent background of 
his colleagues put the science courses among the most 


popular on the campus. 

As entered, the zoology 
laboratory intent on an interview 
we found Bruff gazing through a 
microscope. Seeing us in the door- 
way, he gave up his vantage point 
and showed us our first amoeba— 
an eerie, but fascinating “thing.” 

Well-rounded Science Curricula 

Courses taught by Bruff include 
botany and zoology. Mrs. Etta Cot- 
trell and Thomas Van Osdall are 
instructors of chemistry. Geology 
and mineralogy are _ subjects 
taught by Horace Scott. Henri 
Lirette instructs students in the 
fields of anatomy, bacteriology,

Students Do Experimental Work 

According to Bruff, an essential 
feature of the college science 
courses is the experiencing by the 
student of the phenomena discuss- 
ed in class. Says Bruff, “The need 
of a specific science course in 
preparation for advanced work in 
other fields is increasingly ob- 
vious. This is particularly true now 
that efforts are being made in 
bringing the tools of science to 
bear on problems of human re- 
lations.” 


As a stage setting for the scien- 
tific approach, skeletons of var- 
ious animals are stationed at inter- 
vals around the laboratories. We 
recognized the bleached bones of 
several dogs and cats and were 
told that some ambitious zoologist 
had not only skinned the cat but 
cooked it as well. Here we ended 
our investigation.

of the telescope at Lemon Heights, 
where the Bishops had their home. 


Not a Toy 

Lloyd W. Tolman, SAC astron- 
omy instructor, stated that: “The 
eight inch college telescope is in 
no way to be considered a toy, as 
the world’s largest refractory tele- 
scope, located in Chicago, is only 
40 inches.”’ 

Tolman added that: ‘“‘Of course, 
the Palomar Observatory has a 
200 inch, and the Mt. Wilson, a 
hundred inch telescope, but those 
are reflecting types, using the 
slightly less complicated construc- 
tion of a mirror reflector, and not 
a refractory type such as ours, 
using a lens. The refractory tele- 
scope is generally credited with a 
slightly greater optical efficiency 
in obtaining better images.” 

Evening Demonstration Work 

Evening demonstration work 
with the SAC telescope is given 


‘ from two to four times a semester 


to the fifty SAC students current- 
ly enrolled in the three unit as- 
tronomy course. In the little build- 
‘ing with the electrically operated 
revolving round top, the students 
observe the moon, planets, and 
stars. The telescope is clock-driven 
at the same speed the earth ro- 
tates so that it can follow the ap- 
parent motion of celestial bodies 
from east to west across the sky. 
(Any movement of the stars them- 
selves is of very litthe consequence 
to earth observation.) 

Of outstanding interest to the 
students are Jupiter with it’s 
eleven moons, and Saturn, with 
its millions of miniature satellite 
moons forming what appears to 
be almost a solid ring around the 
planet. - 

The astronomy course itself is 
introductory, and designed pri- 
marily to stimulate cultural inter- 
est and appreciation; and realiza- 
tion of man’s position in the uni- 
verse. 

Homecoming For Observation 

The telescope will possibly. be 
moved eventually from its present 
site at the high school campus. to 
the new college campus. Even so 
slight a change in latitude, how- 
ever, would necessitate expensive 
changes in the mounting installa- 
tion by an expert. 

Refractory telescopes will prob- 
ably not be built much larger than 


the present 40” size, while r 
flecting types may. The reaso 
are the more prohibitive cost 6 
grinding lenses, increased main 
tenance cost, and the greater tech 
nical and mounting difficulties in 
volved with the refractory type 
Refractory telescope lenses muy 
be ground equally perfect on bot 
sides, while mirror reflectors ar 
ground on one side only. 

Anyone wishing to delve furthe 
into this fascinating field shoul 
enroll in SAC’s astronomy: course 
and not.one, but many new world 
of knowledge will be opened wu 
to him.
